All day long the police bore in mind the fact 
that within three days will come the twentieth 
anniversary of Haymarket day. 


Marchers Threaten the Police. 

A riot was threatened at Clark and Kinzie 
etteets in the afternoon when the police or’ 
dered 5,000 marchers to furl the scarlet ban- 
ners, several of which bore no inscriptions, 
and which thus became in general under- 
standing the blood red banners of anarchy. 

This north side contingent gathered in Clark 
street, between Kinzie and Michigan streets. 
Angry shouts and crys of They are our 
flags,” We are not in Russia,” and similar 
excuses greeted the police as Sergeant Sul- 
Uvan mingled with the assembled socialists 
and ordered the red flags furled. 

Several of the leaders mounted boxes and 
stairs and made speeches about their con- 
stitutional rights, aud insisted that they 
were violating no law. ‘The police were ob- 
durate and Peter Knickerhn, marsha! of the 
north side branch, was forced. to lead his 
marchers without displaying the red flags. 

Ranks Deserted by Many. 

This apparent “treachery to the cause 
angered many of the socialists, who, unable 
to see the object of marching without red 
flags, left the ranks of their comrades ”’ 
ahd gathered in groupe angrily nn 
What they termed a “ double outrage.“

Traffic Driven from Streets. 


As the sun went down the scene around the 
Place de la Republique was that of a quiet 
military bivouac, with only the distant echo 
of the mob remaining. For considerable dis- 
tance down each’ street a double line of police 
and soldiers was holding.the crowd in check. 
Through the whole length of Grand boulevard 
to the Place de Opera there was only a single 
vehicle, that an omnibus filled” with ‘police. 
Wheeled traffic of every description had dis- 
appeared, No cabs could be obtained for love 
or money. The underground railway was 
the only means of transportation. 

Throughout the disorders in this neighbor- 
hood the police and troops showed no mercy. 
In several cases children and spectators were 
treated pitilessly. 


Lepiné Almost Gets Clubbed. 


It was here that Prefect of Police Lepine 
himself had a narrow escape from a clubbing. 
Lepine, Waring a frock coat and a derby 
hat, and surrounded by a group of reporters, 
was proceeding from the labor exchange 
through the Place de la Republique. Here 
he wae met by a rush of policemen, one of 
whom seed M. Lepine by the coat collar 
amid uproarious laughter from the reporters. 

It is probable the head of the police force 
would havesbeen dragged to a station had not 
a serecant arrived who recognized him, 
whereupon he immediately was released. 

One of the most serious demonstrations of 
the early evening took place at the labor 
exchange a little after 6.0’clock. The police 
made several charges, which the crowd took 
good naturedly, even cheering the policemen. 
Then the cavalry was sent for and came 
with a rush: They were received with angry 
groans and hisses. Several persons were 


trodden down by horses, and a number were 


hurt. 

A workman in a blue blquse attempted 
to addresg the mob. This was the signal 
for another charge. The mob greeted it with 
a deafening clamor, groans; and derisive 
shouts.. The mood of the crowd changed in 
a twinkling, and they bugst out into the 
great chorus of the Internationale“ This 
brought upon them the ugliest charge of 
both police and cavalry that had yet been 
geen. he police lost their temper and pom- 
meled all within reach untiercifully. The 
crowd returned immediately: despite rough 
treatment, and it was an hour before the 
wild surging mob was dispersed. 


„ ‘Clemenceau Blamed for Riots. 


Pouget, one of the principal strike leagers, 
retains hig liberty. He said tonight: 

„ We did not make the slightest attempt 
to organize a demonstration. We said to 
the members of all trades: There is only 
one way to enforce your demands, refuse in- 
dividually. to work more than eight hours.’ 
Such is their firm tesolve tomorrow and the 
following days, which wir ten the story. 
Clemenceau ean crush the strike only by 
arresting all the workmen in Faris.“ 

Pouget and all his confrerep speak in the 
most bitter terms ot Clemenceau, whom they 
regard as a socialist. They denounce him 
for losing his head and adopting measures 
more drastic than @ny of those wh ‘he 
often denounced in his predecessors. 

There is some truth in this, for todays 
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severity’ was largely made necessary dy the 
first weakness of the government in dealing 
with the strike.situation.in the north. .More- 


over, the treatment of the crowd during the 


afternoon, unnecessarily violent in several 
cases, provoked retaliation where there was 
no previous intention to resist Authority. 


Police Give Way to Temper. 


The police this morning received. au- 
thority to use rough measures, at their 
own déscretion, when ‘their patience was 
exhausted, and toward night they 
free use of this permission. Correspondents 
relate dozens of cases where their was beat- 
ing without provocation. As an instance, 
six police and a dozen municipal guards were 
surrounded ‘on the Valmy footbridge by a 
throng of strikers. They were powerless to 
defend themselves, and a body of guards with 
fixed. bayenets charged to their rescue. Sev- 
ral on both sides were wounded. The sol

NEARLY 2,000 TRON 
ABANDON THEIR WORK. 


Plans Made to Resume 8 
‘This Morning in a Score ot Fur- 
maces, Most of Which Are Con- 

. . trelied by . Independent: Concerns 
Which Have ve the Demands 
ot the Union—Larger Plants say 
They Will Make Neo Concessions. 


The tron manufactarine vine: 10 and 
about Chicago was almost paralyzed. yester- 
day by a strike of iron molders in the foun- 
dries... By noon it was estimated 2,000 foun- 
drymen were out, throwing several thousand 
other skilled mechanics and laborers into 
idleness. 

Plans have been made to resume operations 
in a score of furnaces this morning. Most 
of these are controlled by independent con- 
eerns which enapitula ted to the strikers and 
agreed to grant an advance in wages and all 
other conditions demanded: by the union. 

The larger foundries, dominated by the 
National Founders’ association and employ- 
ing about 1,200 men, have decided’ to fight. 
Plans for resiming operations

Ald is expected 
from the national body of employers, which 
ie waging a struggle in five or six cities of the 
country against the fronmolders’ union. 


Union Men Say They Will Win. 


Strikebreakers will not be employed for the 
present, it was said, but the foundries will 
attempt to run with the few nonunion mold- 
ere who refused to join the strike. 

The union leaders said that the strike 
would not last more than two weeks. It was 
asserted several large concerns employing 
from 160 to 200 men had agreed to the terms 
during, the day and that others were waver- 
ing. Among the big foundries which yielded 
to the demands of the men are those of the 
Otis Blevator company, the Vulcan iron 
works, the Reder Foundry company; the 
Congress Foundry company, and the Bastian 
brass works. 

Out of eighty-five foundries in the vicinity 
of Chleago, the union leaders said, forty 
already have withdrawn from the struggle. 
Half of. the molders of the city, it was said, 
will be at work within two or three days, and 
less than 1,000 men are expected to be still 
on strike at the end of this week. 


Big Firms Refuse to Yield. 


Other big plants, including those of the 
American Steel company at India una Harbor, 

eir & Craig, and the foundries owned by 
the Allie-Chalmers company, showed no signs 
of giving in to the strikers, At the shops of 
the L. Wolff Ma nufacturing company, where 
more than 200 moiders quit, it ‘was said the 
strike had net caused a shutdown.:

President Livingstone said in the afternoon 
he had received word from Buffalo that the 
elevators will not make an effort to break 
the strike there until the grain in store is well 
shipped out, which will be in from one to two 
weeks. The elevators were reported to be full. 

It was said about 1,400,000 bushels of grain 
are afloat at Buffalo, but that nobody was at 
hand to unload the boats. One steamer, the 
Troy, carried back 50,000 bushels of grain 
which could not Be uploaded, 

At Tonawanda, N. Y., it was reported the 
strike had no effect. The Tonawanda Iron 
and Steel company does not recognize the 
unions, and all its boats are manned by non- 
union crews. At Toledo, O., the coal and 
cre docks all were tied up, 

President Dantel J. Keefe of the. Inter- 
national Longshoremen's union refused to 
digcuse the strike. Other union Kaders pro- 
fesse to have confidence of winning and said 
the union treasuries contained enough money 
to keep up the fight for two years if neces- 
sary. They are planning to pay striké benefits 
of $8 a week to married men and $7 a week 
to single.

PUTS MAGRUDER IN DILEMMA. 


Prohibition Convention Nominates Him 
for Supreme Court After He 
Entered as Independent. 


The probibitionists, of this, the Seventh, 
judicial district nominated Benjamin D. Ma- 
gruder as their condidate for Supreme judge 
yesterday. They named H. C. Harper of 
Evanston for the Cireuit court vacancy. 

This honor puts Mr. Magruder in an em- 
barrassing position. He already has filed at 
Springfield his petition to run as an inde- 
pendent, having failed of the democratic 
nemination, and if he accepts the prohibition- 
ist nomination he must abandon his inde- 
pendent candidacy. 

If, on the other hand, he elects to continue 
as an independent, he must reject the pro- 
hibitionist nomination. The lew prohibits 
a name appearing twice on thé same ballot.

| DBFEGTS IN SCHOOLS, 


BOARD MEMBERS WANT CHANGES 
IN COURSES OF STUDY. 


Superintendent Aske Principals te 
Explain Why Man Boys Qiutt 
Their Classes Before Graduation—~ 
Committee Is Selected to Investi- 
gate the Cause and Recommend 


Modifications of the Curriculum if 


Such a Step Is Necessary. 


The board of education yesterday set itself 
the task of finding out why boys leave school 
before they have completed the prescribed 
courses, After this information has been 
gained a movement will be started to adjust 
the school curriculum to meet the require- 
ments of boys who forsake their school books 
as soon as they have attained the age a 14 
years, 

Several of the school trustees have ex- 
pressed the opinion that the course of study 
does not offer enough interest to the boys to 
keep them in school. It has been ‘charged 
also that the whole course has been temiu- 
ised. 

Mrs. Emmons Blaine is charman of the 
committee which has been named by «resi- 
dent Tilden to make the investigation and the 
other members are the Rev. R. A. White, Miss 
Jane Addams, P. Shelley O’Ryan, and George 
Duddleston. 


Inquiries Made of Principals. 

As a first step in gathering the desired sta- 
tistica, a long list of questions was malled to 
every school principal in Chicago by Supt. 
Cooley. Each principal was asked to state 


the number of boys and girls who had dropped 


out of school, the ages at which they left, 
and their réasons for giving up their st udies. 
In addition to this, Supt. Cooley seeks in- 
formation as to the present occupation of 
the boys and girls who have left the schools 
The principals are asked to show whether 
they left to engage in work, to attend private 
or business schools, or whether they were 
dbliged to leave school because of removal 
from the city. 


Appeal to Senior Students. 

The board granted Mrs. Hannah G. Slo- 
mon, chairman of the civil service committee 
of the Chicago Woman’s club, the right to 
send to the high schools circulars setting 
forth the need for competent help in the state 
institutions for the dependent and defective 
classes, and calling upon members of the 
graduating classes to take the civil service 
examingtions for positions in such institu- 
tions. Mrs. Solomon expressed the hope that 
this action would result in the raising of the 
standard of the employees in the various state 
institutions.

The janitor was in the building when it 
was struck, but was not aware that it had 
been set afire. When the fire was discovered 
the roof was in flames. The building was un- 
tenanted. At the time Mr. Raymond received 
the telephone message telling of the fire he 
was dictating a contract to rent the hotel 
for the ensuing year.

More parks, especially small 
parks, will be built. 

These plans were regarded as a splendid 
dream before the earthquake and fire. 
Everybody wished they could be realized, 
but few thought they could be. The destruc- 
tion of the greater part of the buildings 
of San Francisco inspired in many the hope 
that Mr. Burnham's ion now oe have 
a chance.

THE CHEROKEE INDIAN AWARDS. 
The decision of the United States, Su- 
premé court in favor of the Cherokee In- 
dian’ claims dgainst the government 
probably closes a chapter of history 
which opened almost with the beginning 
of our national life. It reealis the early 


bitterness of Georgia over the inability 


to get rid of the red men who occupled 
some of the best lands in the state, It 
is closely connected with the fata] divi- 
sion among the southern Indians which 
Tecumseh's famous brother, the Prophet, 
found when he planned to unite all the 
redskins in a grand demonstration 
against the advancing tide of civilization 
‘which threatened the extinction of the 
hunters and trappers of ‘the west and 
south who believed themselves rightly en- 
titled to the lands which the white man 
sought. At that time part of the Cher- 
okees wanted to remain savage; the rest 
wished to settle down to the arts of civ- 
llization. The outcome was a migration 
of the former to Arkansas, from which 
location, after seme negotiation, they 
were transferred to. Indian territory. 
Those who remained east of the Mis- 


camps, one favoring treaty arrangements 
with the government for the sale of their 
lands, the other and larger party oppés- 


treaty with the minority which provided 
for the removal of the tribe to Indian 
territory. It was so plainly a fraud upon 
the majority of the Cherokees: that it 
required strong pressure from the side of 


‘the dominant southern slave party to se- 
eure the senate’s ratification by a margin 


of one vote. The migority of the Indians 
Were removed without dimenity, but 
finally force had to be used to complete 
the transfer of the unwilling majority. 
The attempt to harmonize the savage 
Cherokees of the first migration with the 
treaty making minority of 1835, and also 
with the later unwilling element, ‘resulted 
in serious disturbances and in a good deal 
of litigation in which the faith of the 
government was attacked. Treaties were 
negotiated, commissioners were appoint- 


ed, presidents gave it Consideration, . sec- | 


retaries of the interior, Indian agent 

and leading chiefs pressed the claims ob 
the Indians, the senate voted to settle 
‘the business ap la 1850, but, with mant- 
told complications, the matter dragged 
along until 1884, when it came under the 
jurisdiction of the ‘United States Court 


of Claims. In one case a decision fa-. 


vorable to the Indians. was rendered in

Lord Colebrooke ts so well known in Amer!- 
en through hie frequent gase with Lady 
Colebrooke im this country ‘that the news of 
his appointment by King Edward to the office 
of his majest¥'s lord high commissioner te 
the genera) assembly of the Church of fcot⸗ 
land will excite some interest and call for 
a few words of explanation. 

Por a fortnight each May the general an- 
sembly of the Church of Scotland is in ges- 
sion at Edinburgh, in one of the great halle 
of Holyrood palace, under the presidency of 
a peer of the realm, holding a patent from 
the king as his lord high commissioner. Dur- 
ing that fortnight the lord high commission- 
er enjoye altogether viceregal honors. He 
is received on his arrival in the Scottish capi- 
tal by its municipal dignitaries, headed by 
the lord preyost and by the lord heutenant 
of the county, and then, escorted by cavalry, 
drives in state carriages with postilions, 
through streets lined with troops, to Holy- 
rood palace, where he is quartered during his 
two weeks stay. Like the viceroy of Ireland 
and the princes of the reigning house, he is 
addressed as Hir,“ and he is also accorded 
the predicate of your. grade? Not merely 
men but women as well are expected to rise 
from their seats when he enters a room, and 
to remain standing until he bide them be 
seated. He hue a large staff of lords and 
gentlemen in waiting, while his wife has her

University of Chicago Senate Ativised to 
Make Three Courses Instead of Two 


Necessary for Eligibility. 


Still flaunting a flag of distress, professors of the 
University of Chicago have taken more extreme 
measures in their efforts to cleanse football of its 
“evil commercialism and sordid spirit.“ Having 
done everything which they believe. possible to the 
game itself, they now have gg their energies 
against the athletes themsely 

Members of the athletic r have advised the 
senate to Insist upon a high standard of scholar- 
hip for the athletes, recommending that three 
courses instead of two, as heretofore, be made the 
minimum) limit for eligibility. The senate, with- 
out hesitancy, accepted the suggestion, and in the 
future all athletes will be forced to take the max- 
imum amount of studies in the university cur- 
riculum allowed. 

This action comes as an aftermath of the winter 
football conferences, and is one 9 the sacrifices, © 

it is explained, which Chicago has been forced to 
offer to counterbalance the professional coach 
clause, which hit all the members of the big 
nine * group except the Midway institution. 
Opinions in these conferences were expressed that 
Chicago did not have a proper full work *’ sched- 
ule in allowing athletes to compete who took no 
more than two studies during one term. The 
Midway faculty took up the criticism and by a 
unanimous vote 4 that every athlete must 
take three courses instead of two as full work. 

Athletes at the Midway last night branded the 
latest move of the no meg Be as “ unjust and unfair 
discrimination” against them. They pointed ont 
that in all branches of school activity, including 
work in such organizations as the debating team, 
monthly and dally papers, only two courses will 
be required for pu appearance or eligibility 
to represent the university. 

Thie new move is unfair to the athletes, sald 
Capt. Walter Eckersall, *' It is putting a burden 

ou. our shoulders, while those who work for the 
ufiiversity in other Weide of activity are arene 
to go unmolested.”

The fact that the meeting was a special one 
called to vote on an increase of capital, was 
used to preclude any other business, and the 
stockholders’ proxies were used to advertise 
the fact that an investigation by a commit- 
tee of the shareholders was not desired. 

President Barber declared that E. L. Lob- 
dell. a stock broker who addressed a series of 
inquiries to the company, had made a raid on 
the stock. 


Management Cause of Stock Slump. 

It was the report of the management itself 
which caused any raid that followed, for at 
‘the day of the annual meeting the shares 
touched 147. The next day when the annual 
report was published he who was then prob- 
ably the largest shareholder in thecompany, 
C. L. Willeughby, disposed of 500 out: of 1,000 
shares of stock which he held. His inter- 
pretation of the meanifig of the annual re- 
port has since saved him $10,000. 

Apart from any discussion of the Diamond 
Match company management, not the com- 
pany, it is a well enough known fact that 
any concern or individual who spends all 
he earns is poor. It is also well enough 
known that the stock of the company whose 
management builds up a surplus instead of 
spending all its income, sells far above that 
of the spendthrift concern. The American 
Radiator company pays 4 per cent on its 
common stock and the shares sell at 128, 
being 1 point higher than Match, which pays 
10. But the American Radiator has in its 
treasury a surplus equal to 59% per cent on 
ite common stock. The National Carbon 
company, another industrial, pays an ir- 
regular amount on its common stock, not over 
8 per cent, and the shares sell at 91. But this 
company has also a growing surplus. On 
the basis of American Radiator common, 
dividend considered, Diamond Match paying 
10 per cent, should sell at 320. Instead it 
sells at 127.
